The Chronoflo, a device for 
transmitting water levels in a 
reservoir, was put into opera¬ 
tion at the city water grounds 
Tuesday. 

Tite instrument, approved for 
purchase by the City Council 
several months ago, constitutes 
a big time-saver for men of 
the water department. 

Pump Operator Fred Lewis 
said it works this way. A signal 
on the machine at the plant 
tells what the water level is 
at the Miramonte Reservoir and 
makes it unnecessary for the 
men to constantly drive up the 
hill to examine the reservoir. 

The Auburn Reservoir is au¬ 
tomatic and "kicks off” itself 
when enough water is received 
from the Miramonte Reservoir. 

In other words, the device en¬ 
ables an indirect check on both 
reservoirs without actually 
leaving the pumping plant.

The Willimott family moved 
to Sierra Madre from Los An¬ 
geles in 1947 where they had 
lived for more than 25 years. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Willimott 
are natives of Missouri and 
came to California 30 years ago, 
settling first in Visalia where 
Mr. Willimott had the Chevro¬ 
let Motor Agency. 

Mr. Willimott was widely re¬ 
spected throughout the state 
for his long association in char¬ 
acter-building organizations, in 
which he held many positions of 
leadership. These included the 
Federated Christian daymen’s 
Movement, of which he was 
president for some time, and the 
California Temperance Federa¬ 
tion, of which he was a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Directors 
at the time of his death.

The Canyon Pool for years has been a place for Sierra Madre 
parents to send children for pleasant, and safe, summer hours. 

The pool is still “safe.” Children are watched and protected 
physically; they probably won’t drown. 

However, the pool today is a gathering place for teenagers 
and almost grow'n-ups, who can’t describe a sunset without using 
four-letter adjectives fresh out of a sewer. 

These “almost cjtizens” have rights, such as swimming and 
talk-fests, but if their own sense doesn’t show them how to act 
when grammar school children are present, then one of two 
things is necessary. 

Either the small children are not allowed to go to the pool, 
even with adult accompaniment, or the community must provide 
supervision for a condition which constitutes a public nuisance. 

It seems a shame that children should be denied a swim 
because teeagers and young adults are thoughtless and incon¬ 
siderate, but many local parents have been forced to take this 
position. 

As a community project this situation requires attention; 
and it could stand it this summer.

When Ground Observer Corps 
units throughout the state went 
on 24-hour duty July 14, less 
than a third of the posts were 
able to meet their quotas of 
civilian volunteers required for 
the day and night operation.
